Of  the 
66  Parishes  in  the  district,  the  following  seven,  Ponteland, 
Darras  Hall,  Little  Callerton,  Heddon-on-the-‘''all,  Whalton, 

V/est  Brunton  and  North  gosforth  were  serviced  prior  to 
31st  December, 1947* 

During  the  year  a further  nine  were  added;  Woolsing ton, 
Newblggln,  Whorlton  East  & West,  Black  Callerton,  High  Callerton, 
Prestwick,  East  Brunton  and  ^Innington.  This’  extension  was  made 
possible  by  the  delivery  of  the  new  10  cub.  yd,  Thornycroft 
Refuse  Collector, 


There  are  now  two  Refuse  Collectors  and  one  Salvage 
car  with  a personnel  of  10  men  employed  on  cleansing  and 
Salvage  collection.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipning 
at  North  '^osforth,  Whorlton,  Ponteleind  and  liVhalton.
